Granite City police are anticipating no

The American Coalition of Life Activists, a 
pro-life group that has a reputation for violent 
protests in the past, is meeting in St. Louis this

Thursday through Saturday at the Hope Clinic for 
Women in Granite City and at Reproductive 
Health Services in St. Louis. Abortions are 
performed at both facilities. 

Hope Clinic-Executive Director Sally - 
Burgess-Griffin said the clinic has a full schedule 
of appointments this week and has no plans to let 
protesters interfere. 

“That would be giving in to them,” she said

Grand jury investigation sought

The Madison City Council has 
requested a grand jury investi- 
gation of allegations of corrup- 
fion by city officials and the 
removal of materials from the 
Madison Public Library 

The request stems from last 
week’s siting hearing for a pro- 

sed $75 million wood-to-ener- 
gy plant for Madison. 

In both cases, the investiga- 
tions would center on either 
statements or materials brought 
in by Kathy Andria of Stop Pol- 
luting Illinois, one of the leaders 
of opposition to the project. 

At Tuesday's council meeting, 
council members approved a 
resolution asking the Madison 
Attorney to 


investigate the matters using 
“any law enforcement agenc: 
of his choice andor the grani 
jury.””

Haine to proceed cautiously

Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney William Haine said he plans 
to proceed cautiously on a 
request for a grand jury investi- 
gation into allegations of mis- 
conduct by Madison officials. 

On Tuesday, the Madison City

“T’m. taking it under advise- 
ment,”’ he said shortly after 
receiving the request. “I’m not 
even aware of the issues 
involved.”’

“It’s an inter- 
esting request and it is unprece- 
dented.

Hearing produced wounds 


From implications of wrongdoing by developers and city 
officials to a whole day devoted to discrediting a single 
witness, four days of siting hearings for a proposed wood-to- 
energy plant in Madison resulted in about 1,500 pages of 
transcripts and some wounds that won't be easily healed.

The girls described the man 
as about 45 years old, 5-feet, 
6-inches tall with gray hair and 
wearing bright green swimming 
trunks with green and black sun 
glasses. They said he — 
approached them in the shallow 
end of the pool, asked them to 
swim with him in the deep end, 
then suggested they fondle him 
under the water and made other 
lewd si estions.

This was the result of a 
vague altercation earlier else- 
where in Granite City,’’ Haine 
said. “It is a heinous offense in 
my view.” 

Haine characterized the three 
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suspects and victim as ‘“‘street 
le.” 

“Tf they have an address, it is 
just a set of numbers on a pole. 
These people wander ... and as 
we know, that lifestyle is a 
risky one because of the nature 
of ose people, who are mur- 
derous and violent by course,’ 
he said. 

Maher said Cammack had 
been in and out of court and 
treatment facilities since he was 
made a ward of the state in 
1993. She said he attended an 
alternative school in Edwards- 
ville, but often fled authority 
figures. 

The last time he ran it was to 
escape a court hearing, Maher

Fifty calls came in to the 
Madison County Urban League 
Alton office, and callers to the 
Madison County Community 
Development office waited 
more than an hour to get 
through. 

All callers were asking 
about assistance for paying 
electric bills before the power 
conipany pulls the plug. 

‘Although the weather 
moderated this week, the 
cooler period is too late to 
avoid high bills after highs 
pushed into the u} 90s over 
the weekend and Monday. 

Many people were just 
getting caught up on their 

eating bills when the cooling 
bills started to pile up. 

Electric company officials 
point out that many elder: 
people get nervous when their 
pile are too high to pay in

blockbuster bill, or even a 
disconnect notice, arrives. 
Winkler said a disconnect 
warning is not issued until a 
bill is 21 days past due. 

Customers behind in 
payments can contact the 
utilities to work out a payment 
plan. Customers can pay 
overdue amounts over a period 
of up to 12 months and still 
keep the air conditioner 
running, Winkler said.

New approach in drug war 


(The following editorial is reprinted from the Alton 
Telegraph.) 

You can only get tough on drug crimes for so lon: 
realizing that the cliche.of locking them up and 
away the key is a woefully inadequate response. 

No one will argue that drug pushers and dealers should 
have the book thrown at them — even if it means we have to 
dig deep to build more prisons to hold them — but for 
casual drug users and drug abusers who provide the 
demand for the pushers’ product a more thoughtful 
response is in order. 

Madison County Chief Circuit Judge Edward Ferguson, 
who personally handles all of the county’s drug cases, is 
advocating developing a model to deal with drug users as 
they come into the judicial system. The multifaceted 
approach would combine judicial, law enforcement and 
health care professionals. 

We think Ferguson’s approach is a sound one for several 
reasons. If we locked up every member of society who uses 
illicit drugs or abuses legal drugs, we’d,need more prisons 
than hotels. 

More importantly, each defendant who enters the crimi- 
nal justice system on a drug use charge represents a life in 
crisis. Someone consumed in the battle against drugs is 
either an unproductive or underproductive member of 
society, which this society cannot afford if it is to success- 
fully compete in the global economy. 

An intervention program like that fostered by Ferguson 
is a way to stem the losses. Don’t be fooled into thinking 
drug problems are isolated in poverty. Some people may 
still be in denial about drug use, but the problem is more 
prevalent than that, showing up in all walks of life and at 
all income levels. The ongoing local saga of a former 
attorney’s battle against drugs should be evidence enough 
for the doubters 

Ferguson says the program may be the stick to encour- 
age treatment of an individual’s problem. ‘‘The carrot is, 
the criminal case will disappear when they get treatment. 
This will be more than a drug court,’’ the judge said. 

We think Ferguson’s battle is one that can show some 
victories. 

We've already seen victories in Alton’s push to sweep out 
of town blatant drug dealing through its Special Communi- 
ty Area Target Team. Let’s now go one step further in 
trying to sweep it out of society all together. 


Lawyers and ethics 


And you wonder why lawyers have a bad reputation. 

It seems that a couple of enterprising legal eagles have 
been trying to get the jump on the competition by getting 
names from criminal charges and alerting the suspects to 
their impending need for legal representation. 

Some may think that’s just a good aggressive direct-mail 
marketing campaign, but the problem is the advance 
warning is resulting in suspects skipping town before they 
ean be arrested or possibly setting up police for a volatile 
arrest situation. — 

There is no doubt that the clear majority of attorneys 
would not resort to such measures to drum up business, 
even though there is nothing illegal about the actions. 
Legal or not, that’s why groups of professionals, like 
lawyers or journalists, adopt codes of ethics; once you get 
a bad reputation, it’s hard io shake. 

These attorney’s actions will do more that further sully 
the reputation of lawyers. In response to the client-chasing 
antics, the State’s Attorney’s Office has elected to withhold 
the addresses of suspects from the criminal charges filed 
with the Circuit Clerk’s Office. 

That action we feel is unfortunate because it represents

public. In an age when many Americans, no matter their 
ideological affiliation, are suspect or downright cynical of 
government motivation, closing off public access to infor- 
mation is bad public policy.

By any standard, the funeral 
of Elvis Presley on Aug. 18, 
1977, was historic. The singer 
and motion picture actor, when 
fatally stricken at the age of 42, 
attracted upwards of 100,000 
people to Memphis. 

Mourners came from all 
across the nation, Canada and 
Europe. Thousands wept openly 
as they viewed the body. 

Throngs stood vigil throughout 
the night preceding the funeral. 
An added tragedy occurred at 
3:30 a.m. in front of Elvis’ 
mansion, Graceland, when an 
auto swerved through the 
crowd, instantly killing Alice 
Hovatar and her friend, Joanne 
Johnson, both 19; they had 
traveled to Memphis from 
Monroe, La. 

Two-hour private services for 
Elvis were held in the music 
room of Graceland. ‘Officiating 
were the pastor of the Wooddale 
Church of Christ, the Rev. C.W. 
Bradley, and the Rev. Rex 
Humbard of Akron, Ohio. The 
Stamps Quartet sang “‘How 
Great Thou Art” and ‘‘Sweet, 
Sweet Spirit.”” 

Among those present were 
Elvis’ former wife, Priscilla;

One sat in the cab of the truck 
and remarked, ‘‘He's going to 
live in my heart forever.”” 

In his funeral sermon, Rev 
Bradley said Presley was 
“loved by millions, an inspiring 
example of the great potential 
of one human being who has 
unfailing determination. 

“From total obscurity, Elvis 
rose to fame, his name a 
household word in every nook 
and cranny of this Earth. 
Though idolized, forced to be 
protected from the crowds, he 
never lost his desire to stay in 
close touch with humanity. 

“In a world Where many 
pressures are brought upon us 
to lose our identity, Elvis dared 
to be different. He was a frail 
human being who would be the 
first to admit his weaknesses. 
Perhaps because of his rapid 


rise to fame and fortune, he 
was thrown into temptations 
that some never experience. 

“He would not want anyone to 
think he had no flaws or faults. 
But now that he’s gone, I find it 
more helpful to remember his 
good qualities. 1 hope you do,

Refunds were offered for his 
scheduled concerts in Memptis 
Aug. 27 and 28 but many who 
had bought the $25 tickets 
decided to keep them as 
souvenirs. 

As of 1977, there had been 82 
million-sellers, from his first 
record, ‘‘That’s All Right, 
Mama’ to his last, “Moody 
Blue. 

Sales of his recordings 
increased sharply and remain

A news reporter wrote that 
the week of the death and 
funeral “‘was a crazy, mixed-up, 
pinch-me-I-must-be-dreaming 
week of tragedy and love, 
foolishness and devotion, horror 
and tenderness, star-worship 
and grief, insight and confusion. 
It was the ‘week that was’ in 
Memphis and there never will 
be another like it.’’

Professors and students are scouring 
the Cahokia Mounds Historic Site for 
clues. They want to know how 
inhabitants of the area lived and 
worked 1,200 years ago. 

Graduate viudent Kerry Doyle said 
the group is looking for evidence of 
occupations, or a lack of such 
evidence. 

“Sometimes you can get as much 
knowledge from what is not there as 
youiran from what is there,” Doyle 
said. 


The group, consisting of 14 students 
from Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, most majoring in 
geography, are spending two weeks 
excavating the site of the former 
campground, just west of the borrow 
pit. Another student from Northern 
Illinois University, Jennifer Ringberg 
from De Kalb, was also participating. 


_This expedition is the first to work in 


this area. 

“The ground has an interesting 
story to tell about the past, if you dig 
it correctly,” Dr. George Holley, 
program laboratory director at SIUE, 
said. 

Digging to suit Holley involves 
removing only small amounts of dirt

from a 3-foot by 6-foot hole and sifting 
the dirt through a metal screen. 
Restricting the depth to only slightly 
more than 1 foot is also a requirement 
for most holes. 


“we are interested in discovering 
what we can about the past,” Holley 
said. “But not at the expense of future 
generations: Minimizing the amount of 

lamage we do to the site is important, 
so that those who dig here in the 
future can enjoy it as well.”” 

The main goal of the group is to 
determine if any “hot spots”’ of 
occupational activity exist within the 
site. . 


“There is a theory that there should 
be specific areas within the site where 
occupational activity was intense,”’ 
Holley said. ‘‘If that theory holds true, 
we would expect to find significant 
amounts of evidence related to 
occupational activity within a small 
area, Depending on what kind of 
evidence is available, we would hope 
to determine the nature of occupations 
and during what-time period they took 
place.” 

Holley said he has little faith in the 
‘thot spot” theory, and does not expect 
to find significant evidence of such 
areas during this project. 

What they have found consists

mostly of material from contemporary 
camp greunds; pull tabs from soda 
and beer cans, glass, nails, and a 
small section of eight-track tape. 


One helpful bit of evidence, 
however, has been discovered by the 
group. Small chunks of chert, 
probably used by past inhabitants to 
make tools, should give the 
researchers a time frame for past 
activity. : 


Reasons for participating in the 
project range from getting a sun tan 
to attaining college credit. 

“Most of the students out here are 
people who want to be outside doing 
something like this,,rather than being 
stuck inside,” Holley said. ‘‘There are 
some out here who are getting credit 
toward their degrees for this.”” 


Doyle, a resident of Collinsville, said 
there are more benefits to working on 
an excavation project than just getting 
a sun tan. 


“This kind of work offers a subtle 
excitement,”’ Doyle said. ‘It’s neat to 
excavate pieces from another time 
and put them together in order to 
draw some kind of a meaning from it. 
You also get to be outside and say, ‘I 
worked at Cahokia Mounds.’ ’’

When a divorced woman remarries, she will 
sometimes wish to change her child's name 
from that of the father to‘that of the stepfather. A 
mother may seek this name change for her child 
because the child finds it embarrassing to have 
a different last name than his mother. The ques- 
tion frequently arises as to what rights the 
natural father has if he opposes the name 
change. 

Illinois law provides that.a minor's last name 
shall be changed only when the court finds that 
the change is in the best interests of the minor. 
The person seeking a name change in these cir- 
cumstances-would_have to show by ‘‘clear and 
convincing evidence that the chan as 
necessary to serve the best interest of the 

‘Vchild." The relevant factors to be used in deter- 
mining the.best interest of the child include the 
wishes of the parents, the wishes of the child, 
the interaction and interrelationship of the child 
with his-or her parents, and the child's adjust- 
ment.to his orher home, school and community.

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Southern Region 
big winner 
in ’95 Games 


When Southwestern Illinois 
was awarded the 12th annual 
Prairie State Games last win- 
ter, the entire area knew it 
would be an economic bonanza. 

The motels were packed, the 
restaurants were crowded, and 
business was generally better 
than ever. 


WELL, THE AREA received 
another bonanza. Instead of 
being colored green, it is col- 
ored gold, silver and bronze. As 
in medals. 

The area showed little hospi- 
tality in Routing the rest of the 
state on the pl aying field. The 
host Southern Region walked 
away with an unofficial total of 
445 medals out . of .857..possible. 
The Colonels collected more 
medals than the state’s other 
seven regions combined, which 
totaled 412. 

So dominant was the Southern 
Region that it was outmedaled 
in only four events — basket- 
ball, fencing, karate and water 
polo — of the 20 sports and was 
equalled in another — weigh- 
tlifting. In all, the Southern 
Region hauled in 196 gold med- 
als, 141 silvers and 108 bronzes. 
The West Central Region was 
next with 70 golds, 53 silvers 
and 35 bronzes. 

Southern Region soccer coor- 
dinator Norm Seim of Troy 
vowed that his kickers wouldn’t 
take the same course they did 
last year, when they failed to 
win a pola medal — unheard of 
in the history of the Games. 


THE REST OF the Southern 
Region athletes must have tak- 
en Seim’s cue, as they totally 
dominated the field: 

Before the
